OKLAHOMA CITY, Okla. Oct. 3.— A tem porary restrain­ 
ing order preventing the State Election Board from certifying 
the returns of yesterday’s special election was issued in the 
State district court here today upon application of counsel for 
Governor Walton. 
The order enjoins W. C. McAlister, the 
secretary, John Logan, “deposed” chairman, Ira Mitchell, new­ 
ly appointed chairman and Claude Baker, a member, from 
certifying the returns “ of the pretended election” to the secre­ 
tary of State. The action was brought by Governor Walton as 
governor, 
Application for an injunction opened W alton’s ex­ 
pected assault on the legality of the election, in which the 
opponents of the governor scored a sweeping victory by a de­ 
cisive majority on the constitutional amendment passed em­ 
powering the legislature to meet on its own call to consider 
impeachment charges against the governor. 
Campbell Rus­ 
sell, leader of the fight against Walton, announced he would 
file a petition for a grand jury investigation of the official acts 
of the executive and circulated such a petition on the streets 
today. He said the petition would seek an investigation of alleg­ 
ed misuse of public funds and the governor’s action in com­ 
missioning thousands of special State police.

WALTON VS. OKLAHOMA 
The difficulty the people of Okla­ 
homa are having with an autocratic 
governor well illustrates the danger 
of having too much power centered 
in the hands of one man. 
Governor 
Walton, taking advantage 
of 
that 
provision of the law which makes the 
governor chief of the military forces 
and places in his hands the power to 
put under military law any or all 
parts of the State when and where 
he sees fit, has seized on this povTr 
to bolster up his totttering political 
fortunes. 
Governor Walton made e 
bad start even before he came into 
office.He announced just after his e- 
lection that no man would be hanged 
in Oklahoma while he was the chief 
executive. Then followed shortly ou­ 
ter his foolish elevation of Wilson to 
the presidency of the Oklahoma A. 
and M. College. He stubbornly stuck 
to this choice for a time but the pub­ 
lic clamor at length became so great 
that he permitted the board of re­ 
gents to select another man. Next he 
attacked the frequent cases of mob 
law in the State, which he attributed 
to the Ku Klux Klan. 
In so far as 
he tried to enforce the law insuring 
every man the peaceful pursuit of 
happiness he was in the right but it 
early became apparent that he was 
not so much concerned about insur­ 
ing to men their just civil rights as 
he was in bolstering up his waning 
political prospects. 
Believing the Ku 
Klux Klan to be unpopular in Okla­ 
homa, he seized on it as a suitable 
pretext. 
Instead of maintaining the 
peace he professed to love, he has 
thrown his State 
into 
an 
uproar. 
Armed conflict now seems imminent 
between the military forces he com­ 
mands and determined citizens who 
oppose him. 
Let us hope when it is 
over Oklahoma 
will 
have found a 
suitable way of curbing 
autocratic 
governors.

dengue fever epidemic said Mayor Ty 
ler Haswell recently and such an ep­ 
idemic would interfere with and pos­ 
sibly disrupt the schools, hurt busi­ 
ness, and cause much needless sur­ 
feiting. 
Dengue is no joke. 
Its af­ 
ter affects are nearly as serious as 
those of influenza, and we all know 
how serious they are. 
Yet, if we 
have a dengue epidemic in Bryan, it 
will be our own fault as a communi­ 
ty. 
More than that, it will be large­ 
ly our fault as individuals, for den 
gue 
mosquitoes 
are very local in 
their activities and usually do not 
gravel very far from where tshey 
were 
hatched. 
If a person in East 
Bryan catches dengue from mosqui­ 
toes he has raised there is not one 
chance in a hundred that a family 
In West Bryan will catch 
dengue 
from the same mosquitoes. A person 
in East Bryan having 
dengue can 
travel to West Bryan and there be 
bitten by mosquitoes which will then 
infect their particular community, 
however. 
That is the great danger 
and this danger is sufficient cause 
for us all to work singly and in co­ 
operation in destroying all breeding 
places of mosquitoes at once.

COLLEGE STATION. Tex., Oct. 
3.— The new faculty of the college 
was assembled in a body around the 
dinner table in the dining room of 
the Mess Hall annex Monday even­ 
ing for the purpose of getting ac­ 
quainted, to perm it the new mem­ 
bers to acquire some inform ation on 
general 
conditions to which 
they 
must adjust themselves and to en­ 
able all to draw new 
inspiration 
from the fraternal atmosphere cre­ 
ated for the year’s work ahead. It 
was the first of the four 
periodica) 
conferences which will bo held dur­ 
ing the school year. 
At this first 
meeting President VV. B. Bizzell ad­ 
dressed the body. He welcomed the 
new men, confided in them about 
some of the customs, conditions and 
requirem ents of the College* and in­ 
vited 
their 
loyal 
co-operation in 
raising the intellectual standards of 
the institution in creating an atmos­ 
phere of scholasic attainm ent that 
would raise the prestige of the Col 
lege and makh it a great intellectual 
and moral force in the state and na­ 
tion. 
Following the address of the pres, 
ident, 
R egistrar Charles E. Friley 
explained the grade point system of 
grading students, Dean C. IL Wink­ 
ler told of his aims in the new School 
of Vocational Education 
and 
its 
field of work and Dean Charles P ur­ 
year read an exhaustive 
paper on 
the subject of the Institute of Poli­ 
tics which he attended the past sum­ 
mer at Williamson College. 
Dr. Bizzell for Broad Program. 
In his enlistm ent for support in 
a broad program of endeavor for 
higher 
standards in the College, 
President Bizzell 
included the old 
members of the faculty as well aa 
the new. He was concrete and frank 
in many of his expressions, stating 
methods and formulae by which men 
could become better teachers. Daily 
preparation for classwork was men­ 
tioned by him. Keeping vital, keen­ 
ly interested in work was the pre­ 
requisite to good work, he said, and 
to achieve that condition he said a 
man must read daily 
newspapers, 
periodical 
literature 
and 
current 
books, and finally must be enough 
of a philosopher to forget the thou­ 
sands of things which he could ac­ 
cept as discriminations against him 
and live happily, peacefully and con­ 
tentedly in the community. To raise 
the standards among 
students 
he 
would require that a student have 
aptitudes for the work to be done 
and would then force him to come 
up to the limit of his ability. 
Mr. Friley presented data on the 
results of applying the grade point 
system last year to indicate that the 
system is effective in raising 
the 
standards of work among students. 
Of 672 freshmen the first semester 
of last year an 
average of 7 1-2 
grade points were made and in the 
second semester 617 freshm en aver­ 
aged l l grade points indicating that 
with the goal of 20 points continual­ 
ly before tham they were given the 
proper stimulus to attain th at which 
was desired of them.

It is further pointed out by Judge 
Elkins that under the new law, prop­ 
erty passed to a descendant, by will, 
sale or gift which is intended

“take effect in possession or enjoy­ 
ment after the death of the grantor 
or donor” is subject to the tax. It 
is said that even though property 
may be given away before deah, if 
it can be established that the act 
was done in anticipation of death, 
the tax can be levied. All property 
subject to taxation is placed under 
five classes by the new statute. The 
classes with the amount of the grad­ 
uated tax follow: 
C la re t Given. 
Class I — Passing to husband or 
wife, children or direct lineal descen­ 
dant or ascendant: One per cent on 
any value from $25,000 to $50,000;
